Clears Up a Vital Poitnt—May Pave 

tet Way to Peaceful. Solution of Crisis 
in France—Selief Prevails That 
the French Government Is Losing 
Ground in Struggle and Will Not 
Succeed. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

ROME, Dec. 14.—The general impression 
in Vatican circles is that the French govern- 
ment is losing ground and gradually realiz- 
ing the impossibility of carrying out the 
measures threatened against the clergy, 

The pope and the papal secretary of state, 
Cardinal Merry Del Val, have refused all 
requests to grant interviews for publication 
of the text of the Franco-vatican situation, 
but the following statement is authorized 
by the vatican: 

“The situatiqn may be summarized as fol- 
lows: The concordat, the most solemn bilat- 
eral contract, has not yet been denounced by 
the French government, which wishes to es- 
tablish a new legal standing for the church 
in France. ‘The government did not agree 
with the holy see on this subject and repeat- 
edly and openly showed hostility toward the 
head of the church. Violence may prevail 
for a time, but those who are suffering from 
this state of oppression preserve all Meir 
rights and all their claims. The explosion 
of joy among the masonic and demagogic 
societiés as a result of the persecution on 
the part of the government shows that the 
war is against the church ang religion. 

‘‘ Notwithstanding the bills passed and 
reguiations adopted France at the present 
time has no law granting religious liberty 
to those who do not comply with the law 
providing for the separation of church and 
state. 


Pope Allows Laymen to Act. 

The one good point in the circular issued 
recently by the French minister of public 
worship, M. Briand, is his confession that it 
is impossible to apply to cultural associations 
the laws of 1881 and 1901, which were adopted 
for the regulation of other kinds of associa- 
tions’ meetings. Therefore, what is needed 
is a real law providing for real liberty instead 
of arbitrary ministerial circulars 

“The search of the nunclature at Paris and 
the expulsion from France of Mgr. Montag- 
nini, secretary of the nunciature, were steps 
taken with the object of making the world be- 
lieve the false statements circulated later, 
and which were said to have originated in the 
discovery of documents seized at the nuncia- 
ture, such as the report that some of the 
French episcopacy and clergy were ready 
to make applications to hold religious meet- 
ings. There is no truth in the statement. 

“ The holy see is not opposed to the making 
of applications under the law, but takes ex- 
ception to the whole epirit of the circular 
issued by Minister of Public Worship Briand. 


Blames Pope’s “Bad Advisers.” 

The Giornale d’Italia says that Cardinal 
Lecot, archbishop of Bordeaux, is dissat- 
isfied with the policy of the vatican, and 
has strongly criticised what be terms the 
pope’s “bad advisers.” The cardinal is 
angry, the paper says, at the situation 
created by the inflexible intransigeance of 
the pope. The words of Cardinal Lecot have 
been reported to the vatican, where an out- 
break is feared, not against the pope but 
against his entourage. . 

Another cardinal is quotedees saying that 
the French government was attempting to 
make the saying of mass a crime, and to 
punish the priests so offending. Such at- 
tempts were unrealizabie, and would only 
serve to cover it with ridicule and make it 
the laughing stock of*@he world, Its hande 
were now tied. It had been forced to deciare 
a truce and to forsake the system of reprisals 
itp had initiated. The outlook appeared hope- 
ful, not because conciliation was expected 
goon, but owing to the fact that the vatican’s 
arm but passive stand rendered the gov-

BLAME FOR A CARDINAL, 


GIBBONS ACCUSED OF BEING AID 
TO KING LEOPOLD. 


Official Statement from the Holy See | Dr. H. Grattan Guinness, a London 


Missionary, Starties Baltimore Au- 
dience by Declaring That the Fa- 
mous American Catholic Dignitary 
Has Prevented United States from 
Joining Other Powers in Demand- 
ing Inquiry Inte Congo Atrocities. 


Baltimore, Md., Dec. 14.—[Special.}—** The 
strong hand in this country that prevented 
the government from taking notice of condi- 
tions in the Congo Free State is that of Car- 


dinal Gibbons.“ 

This statement, made here today by the 
Rev. Dr. H. Grattan Guinness of London. 
president of the Hast London missionary in- 
stitution, in an address on Congo Atroci- 
ties, delivered under the auspices of the 
Congo Reform association at Brown Memorial 
Presbyterian church, caused a sensation. 

After saying that King Leopold was having 
thousands of natives slaughtered annually 
in order that he might become more wealthy 
on the rubber industry Dr. Guinness in clos- 
ing made the statement above quoted. 

Instantly the Rev. John Timothy Stone was 
on his feet and asked the speaker to explain. 
Dr. Guinness replied that he wished it un- 
derstood that it was his opinion that Cardinal 
Gibbons, who was the champion of the king of 
Belgium, did not know the truth, and that 
the cardinal was misinformed on the subject. 


Says Cardinal Doesn’t Know. 

Before he could explain further Dr. Guin- 
ness had to leave to catch a train for Wash- 
ington. On the way to the station he said 
to a reporter: 

“The hand of Cardinal Gibbons has been 
the restralning one in preventing any official 
inquiry into the subject, and the cardinal's 
action is because he does not know. He 
gets omhly specialized information from Brus- 
sels, and is not permitted to have Informa- 
tion that would cause him to take action 
other than that he has.“ 

Dr. Guinness added that he was going 
to Washington to have interviews with Pres- 
ident Roosevelt and Secretary Root. 


Cardinal Denies It. 

Cardinal Gibbons, when told of. the state- 
ment by Dr. Guinness, said that it was not 
true that he was not informed upon the 
subject, and added that it was more than 
likely that he knew far more than Dr, Guin- 
ness did. 

The cardinal said also that it was true 
that there had been a number of atrocities 
in Congo, that that country was one of great 
area, but that King Leopold was doing all 
he possibly could to check them and to 
preserve peace, He said that conditions at 
one time were such that the Catholic mis- 
sionaries complained, but that when the 
complaint was presented to the king the 
matter was investigated and the conditions 
complained of speedily changed. In con- 
cluding he said: 

1 consider the present agitation due to 
two things: the desire of a certain nation 
or nations to grab the Congo Free State 
and to religious prejudice.”

IN THE BALANCE. 


Whether Clericals Are to Control in 
New Parliament to Be Decided at 
Blections Next Month — Serious 
Crisis Feared, for Party Can Oven 
turn All Government Plans or Ally 
Itself with Socialist Democrats and 
Inflame the People.

BERLIN, Dec. 14—Public interest con- 
centrates on the question. of the composition 
of the reichstag which, is to be elected at the 
end of January. The government’s action in 
dissolving the house generally Is supported, 
not because the people favor its colonial pol- 
icy but because they are tired of the long 
tyranny of the centrum. N 

It is seen that the real duel between the 
government and the centrum will occur only 
when the reichstag meets. If, as anticipated, 
the centrum, whith eommands 8,000,000 of 
the 11,000,000 votes composing the imperial 
electorate, returns with undiminished num- 
bers and becomes allied with the social dem- 
oorats, it will be strong enough at any time 
to upset the plane of the government. : 

If, on the other hand, it returns weakened 
it is expected that a period of reaction against 
autocracy will set in, which will only ac- 
centuate the feeling of pessimiem in the em- 
pire, arising chiefly from discontent with the 
heavy pressure of taxation of the agrarian 
tariff policy. Consequently, whatever may 
be the result of the elections, there is grave 
danger of a much more serious crisis through 
the empire’s domestic peace. 


Centrists to Be Disciplined. 

Emperor William luached with Prince von 
Bülow at the chancellor’s palace today. Pre- 
sumably they discussed the political situa- 
tion. The emperor and chancellor have been 
in oomplete accord throughout in the treat- 
ment of colonial questions and desire to 
relieve the government from dependence on 
the clerical party. 

The imperial government and the vatican 
have got along fairly well since the beginning 
of the late Prince von Hohenlohe’s chancel- 
lorship, but the critical attitude of the center 
or clerical party of recent years has been 
annoying to administrative and court clr- 
cles. It is not intended to completely break 
with the members of the center party, but 
only to show them that they are not in- 
dispensable.

ROOSEVELT WANTS FACTS 


Directs Searching Inquiry, Into 
Raid by Negro Soldiers at 


Much surprise has been manifested from 
the outset that a court of inquiry or court 
martial was not ordered long ago. The om. 
cers of the inepection department who went 
to Browneville made a most casual and ridic- 
ulous sort of an examination into the facts, 
the citizens’ committee manifestly was prej- 
udiced, and there never yet has been a syste- 
matic investigation. 

The court martial of the two officers will be 
conducted by the judge advocate general's 
department, and they will be forced during 
the course of their defense to bring out all 
facts tending to show they could not have 
anticipated such a raid. and that no one from 
that day to this has been able to explain 
how the men left the barracks and got back 
after committing murder without being dis- 
covered and within a period of ten or fifteen 
minutes. 

Capt. Macklin is in command of Company 
C, to which the soldier belonged who was hit 
on the head on the streets of Browneville by 
a white customs officer, who; so far as any 
one knows, never yet has been 
This particular company always has been 
under suspicion, and students of the meager 
testimony taken by the inspector general's 
department have insisted that the squad 
which shot up the town certainly came from 
C company. 

Record of Maj. Penrose. | 

Maj. Penrose, who was in command of three 
companies at Brownsville, Aug. 18, when the 
alleged raid on the town was made by some 
of the soldiers under his command, has the 
reputation of being one of the best regi- 
mental officers in the service. He comes from 
civil life and is a native of Michigan, where 
he was born in 1858. He has worked his way 
up from all grades from second lieutenant, 
but has only been in the Twenty-fifth infantry 
in command of colored men for about a year 
and a half. He probably will welcome a court 
martial and the only strange thing about the 
matter is that he did not of his own motion 
ask for a court of inquiry when the case 
first became celebrated. 

Maj. Blocksom, Lieut. Col. Lovering, and 
Inspector General Garlington all exonerated 
Maj. Penrose of responsibility. There were 
in some of the reports intimatione that he 
ought to have taken more precautions to | 
prevent a clash between his troops and the 
townspeople. Some of his critics insisted that 
he should have ordered the rifles of the com- 
mand examined after the call to arms. These 
two charges probably will be made the prin- 
cipal ones in the court martial. * 

Blocksom Report Sheds Light.

Commissioners Stand by Wenter. 
Commissioner William Prentiss was in fa- 
vor of giving the matter further considera- 


tion, although he said he had entire confi- 


dence in Mr. Wenter. 

“I don't see any use of taking the matter 
under advisement, * aid Commissioner Jo- 
seph Powell. Ball should have thought of 
these things before he refused to testify. 1 
shall certainly stand with Mr. Wenter 
There is no question but Ball's refusal to 
testify was premeditated.“ 

Attorney Wilson sald he didn’t know that 
any further course was open to Ball. 

We can restore him to his place by man- 
damus proceedings,’’ said he, but the com- 
mission has said that it will remove him 
again, so what is the use? ,I should simply 
have to be before the commission continu; 
ally. 

This man did not intend to refuse to tes- 
tify, but did not feel competent to judge 
whether his friend, James W. Maynard, was 
drunk.

There was no pre- 
arranged plan on Ball's part to refuse to give 
evidence.“ 

Stenographer’s Record Questioned. 

Before the final disposition of the case Mr. 
Witson showed the typewritten records, in 
which it was made to appear that Mr. Wen- 
ter had said, in response to an interrogation 
by Ball as to whether he would be obliged 
to testify as to hip comrade’s sobriety:

Permits Forbid Whisky Sales. 

“We also quote the following from the 
Chicago Chronicle of June 20. 1906: 

„ PERMITS PROHIBIT WHISKY. 
„Word ‘ Spirituous’ Is Omitted in the Dance Hall 
License Law. 

“No whisky, brandy, gin, or other spirituous 
Jquors may be sold or served in dance halls under 
‘the special bar permit ordinance passed by. the 
counc!l and signed by Mayor Dunne. It wae dis- 
covered in the -clty clerk's office that the word 
‘spirituous’ has been omitted from the ordinance 
and only vinous or malt liquors can be sol under 
the permit. This will allow the serving of nothing 
but wines and beer at the dances. 

„The omission of the word in the ordinance was 
not discovered until Edward J. Paddon, chief clerk 
of the city clerk's office. was preparing the form 
of the new permits for the printers. He found that 
the ordinance does not allow the sale of * spirit- 
uous” Uquors and that the sale of whisky, brandy, 
or gin at the dances wil! be a violation of the law. 


Policeman Ignorant of the Law. 

In investigating the matter of the selling 
of intoxicating liquor at some of these dance 
halls, we found that at least in one place the 
police officer detafléd to attend the dance 
was not aware that the bar permit ordinance 
did not sanction the sale of spirituous liquors, 
which were being sold at that dance, and we 
understand and believe that in another case 
that was investigated the same conditions 
existed. Thus it would seem that some of the 
United Societies do not obey their own 
ordinance, passed by the city council! June 11. 
1906, a copy of which we inclose herewith. 

** We would: be pleased if your department 
would notify police. officers generally that 
epirituous Hquers are not allowed at dance 
halls where these special permits are issued. 
We also desire to inform you that the United 
Societies" have declined to agree to a test 
case to test the validity of this bar permit or- 
dinance.

AWAITS AMNESTY MEASURE. 


Dr. S. Levin, Once Russian Legislator, 
Tours America to Lecture—Expects 
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Four hundred representatives of Chicago 
Jewish societies welcomed Dr. 8. Levin, one 
of the twelve Jewish members of the late 
Russian duma, and now an exile, upon his 
arrival here yesterday from New York City. 

“ Although at present an exile, I have no 
fear but that it will be safe to return to 
Russia after the election less than a month 
away.“ said Dr. Levin. I believe the peo- 
ple will gain a controlling intérest in the 
body and that the first action of the new 
duma will be to grant amnesty to members 
of the former duma, all of whom were exiled. 
I anticipate the people will either gain a 
constitution soon or there will be a revolu- 
tion.“ 

An all day reception was held in Dr. Levin's 
apartment in the Annex. He is known in 
Chicago through -relatives, one of whom is 
a brother-in-law, Max Conheim, 5118 Indiana 
avenue. He will remain here three days, 
then go to Cleveland, and expects to start 
for Russia the middle of January. 

This evening he will be the guest of the 
B'nai B'rith councll at the Standard club. 
Dr. Emil G. Hirsch will be one of the speak- 
ers and Adolf Kraus wil! preside. Tomorrow 
morning he will preach in Isalah temple, 
Forty-fifih street and Vincennes avenue; 
Sunday afternoon at the synagogue at Judd 
and Clinton streets, and Sunday évening a 
banquet will be given in his honor by the 
Order of Knights of Zion at 211 West Twelfth 
street. Leo Rolodoff ill be toastmaster. 
Dr. Levin is accompanied by his secretary, 
Nathan Cohen of New verk. 


JACOB RUS PRAISES PRESIDENT. 


“Most Useful Man in New York” Lec- 
tures on Roosevelt, the Man,” 
‘in Evanston Church. 


Bristol, Vt., Dee. 14.—Jeremiah Curtin, a 
distinguished linguist: and philologist and 
well known also as a translator of Russian 
and Polten novels, died here today of 
Bright's disease. Mr. Curtin was 66 years 
old. He was proficient in seventy languages, 
excelling as a lingnist, it is said, ary other 
man. 

Curtin was born in Milwaukee and gradu- 
ated from Harvard fin 1863. From 1864 to 1870 
he was secretary of the United States lega- 
tion to Russia, and from 1865 to 1866 acting 
consul general. He actively was connected 
with the burean of ethnology of the Smith- 
sonian institute from 1883 to 1891, and later 
took special work there. 

During a trip around the world he spent 
three months in 1900 among the Buriats. 
the only tribe of Mongols who have retained 
horse sacrifices. The next year Curtin spent 
with the Indian tribes of the United States 
and Canada. 

Curtin wrote “Myths and Folk Tales of 
Ireland,” Myths and Folk Tales of Rus- 
sians, Western Slavs and Magyars,”’ 

“Creation Myths of Primitive America and 
Their Relation to the Religious and Mental 
History of Mankind.” and other books. He 
translated many Polish and Ruesian works 
in addition to those of Sienkiewicz. 

During the last few years Mr. Cor-in had 
resided in Washington, D. C., ana Bristol.

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STANDARD RAISES WAGES 


GIVES ALL OF ITS $100 EMPLOYES 
INCREASE OF 10 PER CENT. 


Go Into Effect New 
Year’s Morning, Affecting _53,000 
Workers—Action Follows Decision 
of the Directors of Subsidiary Com- 
panies to Grant Employes More Pay 
—John D. Not Credited with Hav- 
ing Anything to Do with It.

‘New York, Dec. 14.—I Special. ]}—Announce- 
ment was made today by the Standard Oil 
company that it will advance by 10per cent 
the wages of all its employés now receiving 
less than $100 a month, The new scale will 
go into effect on Jan. 1. | 

A raise in wages was decided on at a re- 
cent meeting of the directors of pipe lines, 
natural gas companies, and oll producing 
companies commonly known as Standard Oil 
company’s properties. Officers in control of 
the Standard refineries decided some time 
ago to increase the wages of the men under 
their supervision. For them the 10per cent 
advance was declared. 

This departure, it was understood at the 
time, was only a preliminary step to raising 
the wages of all the Standard's employés 
receiving less than $100 a month. 

About 28.000 men are employed in the 
refineries. In the service of the pipe lines, 
natural gas companies, and oil well com- 
panies are about 25,000 more men. This 
latter number will be benefited by the latest 
action of the directors. But the increase of 
10 per cent applies to all of the 53,000 em- 
ployés of the Standard. A representative of 
the company said tonight: 

J do not think Rockefeller had anything 
immédiately’ to do! with this advance in 
wages. You know, he is not a factor in the 


Standard's affairs any more. 
The increase s only a result of the gen- 


eral prosperity with which the country is 
favored. Like other great industries, the 
Standard wishes its workmen, who, after all, 
are ‘the bone atid sinew of ite life, to get a 
better share of the profits of their toil. There 
is a melon to be cut and we want our em- 
ployés to get a slice of it.“ 


GOVERNMENT LAWYERS TO 
DISCUSS STANDARD OIL SUIT. 


District Attorney Sims and Special 
Assistant Wilkerson Summoned to 
Washington by Attorney General. 


A telegram from Attorney General Moody, 
received: at the office of the district attor- 
ney yesterday, summoned District Attorney 
Sims and J. H. Wilkerson, his special as- 


sistant in the Standard Oil case, for a con-. 


ference.on the case next Monday. 

The question of when the Elkins law was 
repealed and when ‘the railroad rate bill and 
the joint resolution of congress delaying the 
time the rate law was to take effect actu- 
ally became laws was raised in the argu- 
ments on the demurrers to the indictments, 
charging the oil company with accepting un- 
lawful. concessions from railroads. These 
points were raised in the arguments before 
Judge Landis of the United States District 
court. and were later taken under advise~- 
ment. Attorney Sims, on behalf of the gov- 
ernment, and Attorney John S. Miller, de- 
fender of the oil company, disagreed as to 
the time these bills became laws. The gov- 
ernment contended the bills became laws 
only when deposited with the secretary of 
state and Attorney Miller claimed they 
ceased to be acts or bills as soon as approved 
and signed. 

Judge Landis gave the government time to 
file proof as to the hour when the bills were 
approved and signed by the president and 
filed with the secretary of state. This dis- 
cussion by the court resulted in District At- 
torney Sims telegraphing to Washington 
the data. The telegraphic summons did not 
give the details of the desired conference, 
but the message stated it was to he with 
reference to the matters about which Mr. 
Sims had telegraphed to Washington.

Accident to Northwestern Elevated 
Train at Wabash Avenue and Van

Two. coaches attached to a motor car on 
the Northwestern Elevated railroad jumped 
the tracks while the train was attempting 
to turn from Wabash avenue into Van 
Buren street bout 10:15 last night, and the 
lives of forty passengers were endangered.

Switch Tower Saves Them. 


In turning the corner the motor car passed 
the frog safely, but the two coaches fol- 
lowing left the rails and continued south as 
the coupling of the motor car snapped, The 
switch tower prevented their going off the 
elevated structure. The front vestibule of 
the coach ahead was demolished and some 
damage was done the tower. A defective 
frog switch is said to have caused the acci- 
dent.

Convention Votes to Extend 
Mueller Provisions to 
Many Utilities.

CHANGES: IN OFFICIALS. 


City Clerk to e Chosen by Coun- 
cil Action; Eminent Do- 
main & Stickler. : 


The charter convention came to decisions 
on the public utility’ question last night, 
voting to extend the provisions of the Muel- 
ler law to all intramural railways, sub- 
ways, telephona, telegraph, gas, electric 
lighting and power plants, and other local 
‘public utility works; also to docks,. wharves, 
and their necessary appurtenances.” .. 

‘There was a disposition on the part of 
some of the delegates to regard this as a 
sudden acquisition or attempt at acquisition 
of municipal ownership in wholesale quan- 
tities, but there was little discussion. The 
principal section, that quoted ‘above, was 
adopted by a vote of 86 to 9. 


Hoyne Against Proposed Policy. 
Frank G. Hoyne made the most emphatic 
statement against the proposed policy and 
his was short. 

“I vote no,“ he said. “I do not believe in 
municipal ownership. I never have seen 
where, the advantages of municipal owner- 
ship could be. I bélieve that the city has 
lost $1,000,000 a year by juggling with the 
traction question in politics. It could be 
gaining in revenue $1,000,000 a year if it, 
would give a franchise. I am in favor of. 
twenty year franchises for all utilities and 
therefore vote no.“ 

Aside from Mr. Hoyne’s declaration the 
discussion was limited to a few explanations 
which accompanied votes. County Judge 
Rinaker explained his by saying: 

“I believe in the principle that the city 
has the right to acquire. The question of 
ownership or operation is a question of pol- 
icy which may be determined when it 
Arises. 

Votes Against the Proposition. 

Votes against the proposition: were cast by: 
BROWN. REVELL. CHURCH. 
BHANAHAN. HOYNE SHEPARD. 
PENDARVIS. SMULSRI. RAYMER. 

Walier L. Fisher would have the conven- 
tion adopt a section repealing the law requir- 
ing frontage consents, but his proposition 
was Gefeated by a vote of 26 to 14. 

As further outlining the public utility policy 
of the convention, the delegatesacopted four 
other sections. 

One continues the present powers regard- 
ing water works and water supply. 

Another makes a public utility franchise 
eubject to the city’s street ahd police powers, 
and another makes it subject to the power 
of the city, whether expressly reserved in 
the grant or not, to make reasonable regula- 
tlons of charges. 

The fourth reserves to the city the power 
to require adequate service. 


Council to Choose Clerk. 

Aside from the public utility propositions, 
other sections adopted provide: 

That the office of city clerk shall cease to 
be a charter office, and the city council shall 
have power by ordinance to previde for the 
methods of choosing the city elerk and to 
provide for the duties of the city clerk. 

„That the city council shall have power 
to investigate any department, once, or con- 


witnesses and the production of documents. 

“That the city, treasurer aball be ex- 
officic city collector. 

„That the police power of the city ‘shall 
‘extend to the prevention of crime, to the 
preservation and ad yancement of local peace, 
safety, morals, health, order. and comfort 
by measures of regulation, licensing, require- 
ment of bonds, inspection, registration, re- 
straint, and prohibition. 

’ That the city shall have power to assume 
and incur debts and issue bonds in the man- 
ner and to the extent that such power is 
permitted to be granted by the constitu- 
tional amendment of 1004. 

“That the present methods of making ap- 
‘propriations, keeping of separate fund for 
each appropriation, etc., be incorporated in 
the proposed charter.

Clash on Eminent Domain. 

There was little or no division of opinion 
until the convention took up a section sup- 
plementary to that giving the right of emi- 
nent domain to the city within its corporate 
limits—a section conferring this right as to 
territory outside. 

Ald. Bennett in explaining the purposes for 
which the grant of power would serve men- 
tioned the fact that it might be advisable to 
locate a house of correction or a garbage 
plant outside the city. 

Have you considered what the country 
legislator will do to a section like that in the 
charter?’ asked County Judge Rinaker. 
To take an extreme case, that section 
would give the city the power to establish a 
pesthouse in Evanston. The legislature is 
not apt to grant any such power to Chicago.“ 

This thought started a prolonged discus- 
sion and brought out severalgamendmengs. 
Alexander Revell suggested tut the conven- 
tion was borrowing needless treuble by an- 
ticipating objections which might be raised 
by the general assembly. 

“That is a position to which I for one take 
exception,” said Representative David 
Shanahan. “ The convention is inclined to 
have the legislature hold the bag and stand 
for the trouble. It would be better for the 
convention to deal fairly with the assembly.“ 

He suggested an amendment which would 
give the city the right to acquire land by 
purchase but not cOndemn. A half dozen 
substitutes were sent to the desk, and the 
delegates found their way out by re-refer- 
ring the subject to committee, 


Snarl in Contract Section. 

Ancther snarl was encountered in a section 
defining the methods of letting contracts, 
but it was decided finally that the matter 
was one of detail which need not be incor- 
porated in the charter. 

Mr. Revell offered a resolution providing 
that any contractor convicted of entering 
into a combination against the city or of 
bribery should be barred from future deal 
inge with the city. The delegates decided 
that present statutes covered the question 
and defeated it.

CHILD LIFE-ROBBED OF lor IN 


COAL STATES: PLEA FOH HANS. 


Owen R. Lovejoy, .Assiatant, Secretary 
of National Child Labor Committee, 
Points Out Evils of Mine Work. 


Cincinnati, O., Dec. 14.—Delegates from the 
various state committees to the annual con- 
vention of the national child labor commit- 
tee held a conference this morning. Dr. 
Samuel McCune Lindsay, secretary, presid- 
ed. -Reports were presented from the differ- 
ent state committees following which there 
was a general discussion of child labor laws. 

Dr. Felix Adler of New York presided at 
the afternoon session. Child Labor in the 
Soft Coal Mines was considered by Owen 
R. Lovejoy, assistant secretary of the na- 
tional.committee. He said: 

The children of the coal regions, de- 
prived of school, in early years taken to 
work in the dark corridors of mines, should 
have as the réverse side of their life picture 
a home of comfort and attractiveness. To 
many of them this is denied. No vegetation 
can grow in the shade of the coke oven 
smoke. For many hundred feet on either 
side of the works appears no grass or flower 
or living thing, but grimy, unpainted houses, 
muddy streets and alleys, and foul stench 
from the unsewered yards. This is the type 
of surroundings we offer to hundreds of lit- 
tle children through all the days of child- 
hood.“ f 


PRISONER STABS CHICAGO MAN 


C. N. Moore, Postal Inspector, Seri- 
ously Wounded at Dubuque While 
Seeking Information, of Crime. 


Dubuque, Ia., Dec. 14:—[Special.J—C. N. 
Moore. a government postal inspector, whose 
home is in Chicago, was seriously wounded 
by T. G. Cox. a prisoner in the county jail, 
from whom Moore was attempting to get 
inkor mation regarding an infraction of the 
postal laws. 

Moore was left in the prisoner’s cell by 
Jailer Norton, who soon after heard a ecuffle 
and cries of pain.

Government by Injunctioh” was one 
of the topics discussed at the recent meet- 
ing of the National Civic federation. 
John Mitchell, president of the United 
Mineworkers, gave the reasons why union 
men object to the use of the ifijunction— 
espécially by federal courts—in labor 
wars. In the course of his remarks he 
made the indiscreet statement that if a 
judge “ were to enjoin me in something I 
believed I bad a legal and moral-right to 
do,-I would violate the injunction.” If 
every man when enjoined were to refuse 
to obey: because he did not agree with the 
judge as to the law there Would be as’ 
much confusion as there was when “there 
was no king in Israel and every man did 
that Which was right in his own eyes.” 

The injunction question is being consid- 
ered in congress. There is a, disposition 
to report a bill which shall restrain to 
some extent the easy and unlimited grant- 
ing of iajunctions in strike cases.

KAISER AND, REICHSTAG. 

The kaiser has dissolved the reichstag 
and appealed to the people to sustaid his 
colonial policy. Twenty years ago the im- 
perial government felt the need of 
strengthening the army and asked to be 
authorized to increase it for a period of 
seven years. The reichstag would consent 
to a three year period only. The govern- 
ment went to the country on the ques- 
tion and was sustained. It got from the 


ne reichstag the legislation it desfred, und 


which public sentiment approved of, * 

On this occasion it is doubtful whether 
the appeal to the voters will be sugcess- 
ful. A majority of the Germans seem to 
have made up their minds that colonies 
do not pay and that it is unbusinesslike to 
be continually throwing away vast sums in 
a fruitless effort to make them profitable. 
When Germany acquired extensive colonia) 
possessions, principally im Africa, the peo- 
ple were told that the tide of German 
emigration would turn towards them and 
that they would be settled by industrious 
German colonists who would send their 
valuable products to the mother country 
in exchange for German goods. A great 
trade would be built up and the shipping 
interests of the country would prosper. 

None of this has come to pass. When 
Germans have emigrated they have pre- 
ferred the United States to Africa. The 
German colonies in that continent are sick- 
ly exotics. The bureaucratic régime which 
has prevailed has contributed to their 
weakness. Colonists are treated like chil- 
dren, and no colony prospers where that 
policy is followed. 

There has been a long and costly war 
with the natives in southwest Africa. 
That war may not have been altogether 
chargeable to the lack of tact and admin- 
istrative capacity on the part of German 
officials, but regardless of the question as 
to who was to blame it has cost the Ger- 
man taxpayers $125,000,000, and they are 
of the opinion that it is time to retrench 
in colonial expenditures, when they can- 
not see that anything is to be gained by 
them. 

If meat were not so dear and taxes not 
so heavy, the pouring out of money in the 
hope of building up a vast colonial em- 
pire would not be so irritating to the Ger- 
mans. They have ceased to have illusions 
on the subject and they grudge the money. 
They need it for personal itse. 


THE BAD BOY IN SCHOOL. 

The bad boy in school has been the 
source of anxiety to every generation of 
teachers. As long as human nature re- 
maus as it is it is likely that there will 
be the same problem to be met. The old 
fashioned method of driving out the wick- 
edness by means of a hickory rod never 
proved efficacious, and corporal punish- 
ment long ago was abandoned as a relic 
of barbarism. Sometimes the rule of 
love has failed just as notably. The 
school books used to tell of the contest of 
the wind and the sun taking the traveler 
as their subject. The sun won, from which 
fact a useful deduction was made. In the 
long run kindness will win even with the 
bad boys. 

The city bad boy is said to be specially 
bad. To curb him méans active work for 
the Juvenile court. The county jailer 
makes him a study. Other philanthropists 
plan for his welfare. A truant officer is 
after him all the time. A detective is 
watching constantly for youthfal vandals, 
arresting nearly 500 of them a year, recoy- 
ering money from perents for damages 
done, and saving by bis care $5,000 worth 
of school property in a twelvemonth 
period which the bad boy otherwise might 
have destroyed. There is no doubt of it 
that the city bad boy is 2 problem all to 
himself.

that the principals have no power to en 
force discipline, the pupils know it, and 
hence there is insubordinativa and vandal- 
ism. It seems evident from some of tlie 
assertions of the teachers that many of 
them long for the good old days when a 
“licking” was waiting for every pupil 
who violated the least rule or the most 
importaut as well. 

The principals criticise the judge of the 
Juvenile court and those who accept his 
theories about trying to save the boys. 
The philanthropist has to cultivate infinite 
patience. His kindness often goes unre- 
waned: The bad boy fails to appreciate 
the spirit which animates one whe would 
be his true friend. But when the judge 
who has to handle many cases of alleged 
jucorrigibility and the jailer who sees 
boys brought into his prison agree in 
thinking that it is worth much effort to 
save a boy now and then, it is evident 
that there is more than-one way of look- 
ing at the subject. The segregation of 
bad boys is in the spirit of abandoning 
them. ‘The saving of boys by kindness, by 
torgiveness, and willingness to give an- 
other trial, by continued friendship, @ven 
in face of discouragement, is a far higher 
ideal. 


CONGRESSIONAL SALARIES. 

are “like the poor cat i’ 
the adage. They wish to raise their sai-. 
aries’ but fear popular protest. The pay 
of & congressman is no longer adequate to. 
his expenses if he lives in the manner ex- 
pected of him, yet $5,000 a year seems so 
much to the country constituents whe elect 
a large portion of the representatives and 
to the men who hold the balance of power 
in the cities that it seems better to worry 
along on the present basis than to risk the 
loss of retlection. The house bas voted to 
raise the saleries of the cabinet officers 
and the vice president and speaker, but by 
a self-denying vote refuses to raise its own 
pay. 

If congressmen were to consider the 
financial needs of other public servants at 
Washington as well as their own woes they 
might reach the desired result in a round- 
about way without danger. The prevail- 
ing high prices and increased cost of living 
are hardest upon those whose salgries are 
least. Government clerks in the depart- 
ments at Washington and in other public 
offices are paid according to a schedule 
adopted a generation or two ago. The new 
standard of values is equivabent to a cut 
in their pay. The president has recom- 
mended a horizontal increase ip the salaries 
of these and certain other classes of gov- 
ernment employés. That is a rough and 
ready way of encouraging and helping the 
underpaid but not likely to meet with the 
approval of congress. It is more than like- 
ly that there are inequalities in the present 
scale which should be rectified if the scale 
is tobe touched at all. 

Beginning with the lowest paid govern- 
ment employés congress should raise the 
pay to an amount commensurate with the 
service rendered. The purchasing power of 
a clerk’s salary should be tho less now 
than it was in simpler days. His needs are 
greater just when his salary becomes in- 
adequate for the old wants. It will cost 
millions to put the salaries on the proper 
basis, but the country can afford to pay 


q rather than to starve its employés or drive 
| ont the more capable ones through refusal! | 
% meet the market rates for competent 


men and women. 

And when the country sees that the rais- 
ing of government salaries is a mere re- 
adjustment te suit changed conditions 
there will be no objection anywhere to in- 
cluding congressmen in the list. To raise 
their own salaries only would be called a 
grab. To exclude themselves from partie 
pation in a general advance would be an 
absurdity. Congressmen may be em- 
barrassed by low salaries—other public 
servants are actually suffering. The nation 
does not begrudge fair pay to its faithful 
servants. What the nation does detest is 
selfish grasping after personal, profit and 
disregard of greater claims of: others,

Bernd von Arnim, who has just been ap- 
pointed minister of agriculture by Emperor 
William, has a strain of Hohenzollern blood 
in his veing. For he is, through his mother, 
a grandson of Prince Augustus of Prussia. 
Prince Augustus himself? was the son of Fer- 
dinand, a younger brother of Frederick the 
Great, and who survived the latter long 
enough te receive a courteous visit at his 
palace of Bellevue from Napoleon when that 
monerch entered Berlin as victor in 1808. 

Prince Augustus spent his existence at 
Bellevue palace with a couple of ladies who 
have been wrongly deecribed as his mor- 
ganatic wives. The only woman whom he 
ever sought to wed was the famous French 
beauty, Mme. de Récamier, and it was prob- 
ably owing to his inability to make her his 
wife that he never married the mothers of 
hia two families of illegitimate children. 

Of these ladies one was Frederica Wich- 
mann, for whom he obtafmed the title of 
Baroness Waldenburg, which name and title 
were likewise borne by the four children 
whom she bore him. The other lady wasa 
Jewess, of the most humble birth and of 
the name of. Marie Arendt, and for whom he 
obtained the title of baroness von Prill wits, 
and by whom he had a large family of chil- 
dren, who have played a considerable role 
‘Im Berlin society. One of them, Baroness 
Clara von Prillwitz, married the late Gustav 
von Arnim and became through that union 
the mother of the new minister of agricul- 
ture. 

Another of the illegitimate daughters of 
Prince Augustus married the late Count 
Harry von Arnim, who, after being ambas- 
sador of Germany in Paris, was 41 
and subjected to much persecution by Prince 
Bismarck, imprisoned, and left to die abroad 
as a fugitive from his country, owing to his 
having made public use of official documents 
and state secrets in his quarrels with the 
Iron chancellor. Count Harry Arnim hed 
one son by this marriage with Baroness 
Elizabeth Prillwite, who survives him. After 
her death Count Harry Arnim marriedagain, 
and it is his daughter by his second union 
who is the wife of the German emperor's 
new minister of agriculture. 

The committee for privileges of the house 
of lords; composed, as I described in these 
letters the other day, of the most eminent 
Jurists in the upper chamber of the imperial 
legisigture at Westminster, delivered, during 
the course of its heari of the claims of 
Lord Mowbray to the ea m of Norfolk, a 
new ruling, which it is mecessary to place 
on record, owing to its bearing on most oF 
the contested peerage cases. Until now it 
has always been held that a writ of summons 
by the crown to sit in parlament as a duke. 
& marquis, an earl, a viscount, or a baron 
constituted an hereditary grant by the 
throne of the title in question to the individ- 
ual thus summoned. In this connection it 
was argued that even if Thomas Druce, the 
claimant to the dukedom of Portland, were 
to establish his preposterous pretensions, the 
present duke would nevertheless remain duke 
of. Portland, owing to his having been sum- 
moned as such to take his seat in parliament. 
It was asserted that in that event there 
would be two dukes of Pertland—namely: 
the Druce duke, who would hold the duke- 
dom created by King William III., and the 
present master of Welbeck abbey, whose 
dukedom would date from the time of his 
summons by the late Queen Victoria to take 
1 a in the house of lords as duke of Port- 
and. 


— 

The committee for privileges of the house 
of lords condemns this untversally accepted 
belief as to the value of a royal writ of sum- 
mone as erroneous. It seems that it only 
applies to baronies—that is to say, to baro- 
nies originating from those remote reigns 
when the upper, and, indeed, the only, house 
of the legislature consisted of barons of the 
kingdom. All the members of that chamber 
wére, by virtue of their membership thereof, 
barons, though some held higher dignities. 
Since the inauguration, however, of the crea- 
tion of peers by patent the mere writ of sum- 
mons is no longer sufficient to bring into ex- 
istence evem a barony, and according to the 
decision just rendered by the committee for 
privileges of the housé of lords the writ of 
summons, even in olden times, was never 
adequate to create a viscounty, an éaridom, 
a marqulsate, or a dukedom. All these four 
higher grades in the English peerage were 
regarded as something more than mere peer- 
ages. They were considered in the light of 
offices, and, whereas a mere summons of the 
crown was sufficient to invest a man with a 
barony, solemn ceremonies of Investiture, at 
one time performed in the presence of the 
assembled parliament, were necessary for 
the creation of an earl. 

Americans Visiting Egypt this winter will 
do well to exercise certain precautione in 
their dealings with the natives, who display 
today a greater degree of contemptuous ani- 
mosity for foreigners than at any time since 
the great Arabi rebellion of 1882, which re- 
sulted in the bombardment of Alexandria 
and in the invasion and occupation of the 
land of the Nile by the English. The Pan- 
Islamic movement and the defeat of Russia 
by an oriental power, such as Japan, are re- 
sponsible for thie change of attitude on the 
part of the natives towarde the white man 
mot alone in Egypt but also throughout the 
orient, and Japan's victory has inflicted an 
irreparable blow upon that native belief in 
the superiority of the white races which 
led ortentals to defer to them. The prestige 
of the white man in Asia and in Moslem 
Africa has wélib nigh vanished. . 

Lord Cromer, the English plenipotentiary 
in Egypt for near a quarter of a century, and 
who knows the land of the Nile better than 
any Uving man, ig so alive to the danger of 
the situation and #6 afraid of troubles by the 
natives that he has insisted upon considera- 
bie reinforcements of English troops inp 
Egypt, and a disturbing feature of the situa- 
tion is the attitude of the khedive, who, after 
a long period of submission, is again showing 
signs of disloyalty towards the English, as 
well as & desire 16 throw in his lot with his 
co-religionists. In connection with thie it 
may be stated that he is building a beautiful 
new summer palace on the shores of the Bos- 
porus, With the object of. much

The Leonore 
wae taken at a tempo a shade more delib- 
erate than is usuel, but the slower time 
gave added clarity to the phrase and made 
the climax truly stirring and impressive. It 
was a notable performance.

The soloist in the plano concerto was Joef 
Lhevinne. The Russian player was received 
cordially, for the satisfactory work done by 
him in recital last season had not failed to 
leave an impression. Many in the audience 
knew therefore what was to be heard and 
were ready to commertd. The result was 
the establishing of a useful bond of sym- 
pathy between performer and hearer. And 
the performance was a worthy one. 

Mr. Lhevinne is not perhaps at his show- 
feet in Beettioven, for the plano works of 
this master ask for something better and 
truer than mere brilllancy. And this better 
and truer the young pianist supplied. He 
read the concerto with fine understanding of 
what constitutes good musical style, he 
phrased and shaded carefully and rationally, 
he skillfully blended emotionality and in- 
tellectuality so that an admirable proportion 
was secured, and he brought to the perform- 
ance a technical clarity and facility and a 
tonal beauty which left nothing to be de- 
sired. It was not the biggest Beethoven 
playing: perhaps that Chicago has heard in 
the years that have come and gone, but it 
was none the less beautiful, satisfying, and 
desérving of only sincerest commendation. 
An encore was vociferously demanded and 
responded to with a stunning performance 
of the Dance of the Derviehes from the 
Beethoven Ruins of Athens.“

TO PREVENT COLLISIONS. 

Chicago, Dec. 12.—[ Editor of The Tribune. } 
—Referring to the recent Southern. railway 
disaster and others that are occurring almost 
daily—there is a logical reason why these ac- 
cidents have occurred and will continue to 
occur. It is as follows: Trains are run on 
high pressure speed, the element of reserve 
time is practically eliminated. A stop of 
even short duration is likely to cause a delay 
in final arrival at destination. Such stop, if 
the rear brakeman follows instructions, will 
in all cases be lengthened by the time neces- 
sary to recall him. Consequently of late 
years the rear brakemen have practically 
abandoned the practice of going back to flag 
oncoming trains. While this may be denied, 
the demonstration is in the fact that these 
terrible disasters would not have occurred 
had the rear brakeman gone back. 

The remedy is in providing a light vehicle 
that will enable a brakeman to go back half 
a mile in a minute or so and return to his 
train quickly upon recall signal. A folding 
velocipede or similar device carried upon the 
rear of every train in a small compartment 
prepared for its reception, light and capabie 
of being quickly transferred to the track and 
speeded high for short distances, would have 
saved many lives and millions of destroyed 
property. Such an arrangement is practica- 


ble and should be insisted upon.

TRAINING DOG POLICE.

The training of the young Newfoundlands 
that are periodically added to the staff is one 
of the sights of Paris. It takes place in the 
headquarters of the agents plongeurs, a’ 
small building on the quayside not far from 
the Cathedral of Notre Dame. Dogs and men 
enter into the exercise with gest, and there 
is usually a crowd of onlookers. Only dummy 
figures are used, but the rescue is never- 
theless a realistic affair. The big dogs know 
perfectly well what the exercise means, and 
they walt with comic enthusiasm until the 
dummy is thrown into the water and an 
agent plongeur rushes out on hearing the 
splash and the outcry of spectators. While 
the men are busy with lines and life buoys 
the dog plunges into the water, swims to the 
dummy, watches with rare intelligence for 
an opportunity to get an advantageous hold, 
and then it either swims ashore or waits for 
ite master, who brings to the rescue long 
poles,.cork belts, and the ike. The more ex- 
perienced dogs, however, will easily effect 
a rescue from first to last without human 
assistance, and it is an inspiring sight to 
watch them looking for a foothold on the 
slippery sides of the river bank and pulling 
the heaw dummy into a place of safety. 

It takes about four months to train the dogs 
efficiently. They are also charged with the 
protection of their masters when attacked 
by the desperate ruffianes who sleep under the 
arches of the bridge in summer. Thus in 
Paris the police dogs are a proved success. 


Fameus London Cathedral in Feril.

The news that the southwest tower of St.

SHIP SUBSIDY OUTLOOK BRIGHT 


President to Send Special Message on 
Subject to Congress, Which Re- 
joices Bill’s Friends. 


Washington, P. C., Dec. 14.—[Special. ]— 
President Roosevelt proposes to send another 
special message to congress advocating the 
passage of a general subsidy bill. 

He fears that the paragraph in his mes- 
sage relating to the subsidy proposition has 
been misunderstood. He suggested that if 
the senate bill could not be passed the house 
should provide at least for subsidized steam- 
chip lines to South America. It has been rep- 
resented to the president that this statement 
has been distorted by opponents of ship sub- 
sidy into a declaration that he only wants the 
South American lines. 

The friends of the subsidy scheme are de- 
lighted. They willingly coneented today to 
postponement of action by the committee un- 
til Jan. 7. By that time they believe that 
with the assistance of the special message 
they can pass the original bill through the 


house.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 14.—The simplified

The use of the simplified form will include 
all correspondence passing between the 
White house and public officials, personal 
correspondence of the president, and, in fact, 
all communications which do not require 
printing at the government printing office 
or any of ite branches.

Head of Princeton Speaks. 

President Woodrow Wilson of Princeton 
was the principal speaker at the Southern- 
ers’ banquet, responding to the toast Pa- 
triotism, in which he expressed the opinion 
that not more laws were needed but smaller 
regard for persons in the administration of 
the laws we have. He: said: 

“Tf there are any circumstances which 
should trouble us deeply in the signs of the 
times it is that we have found as @ ground 
for action not a sturdy desire to achieve 
what we have conceived but the sheer anger 
and discontent with which we fling ourselves 
upon our wrongs. The chief menece of our 
present state of mind is that there is neither 
patience nor prudence in our thoughts and 
action upon the matters which excite us. I 
am not sure we need new laws. I suspect 
that what we really need is smaller regard 
for persons in the administration of them. 

It seems to me a strange thing to propose 
revenue laws as a means of checking and 
penalizing wealth at the same time that we 
retain laws which lead to its unnatural ac- 
cumulation. It is in part by the example 


ins revenie getting powers of corporations 
0. penalize rivals. The government sets the 
“example both of fosterage and destruction. 
Governments should supply the equilibrium, 
not the disturbing force.“ 


* Hits: Roosevelt and Root. : 

Mr. Barber responded to the toast, The 
Old South.” He started right off with a 
direct slam at the secretary of state, saying: 

It seems fashionable nowadays to discuss 
constitutional questions around the dinner 
table. Only two nights ago the distinguished 
secretary of state, speaking in this banguet 
hall, gave his hearers enough constitutional 
law to give some people indigestion. 

“Tf it be true, as*there is a growing impres- 
sion, that the executive reaches out to con- 
trol courts and, perhaps, get a new conestruc- 
tion of the constitution that he wanted, we 
invoke the warning of Chief Justice Marshall 
that the safety of the republic requires that 
the legislative, executive, and judicial powers 
remain forever separate and distinct. We 
will still teach our children that the nation 
is divided into sovereign states. In our 
schools we may see a few syllables reformed 
out of our spelling, but we will not see state 
lines reformed out of our geographies. 
And, too, some of us believe in fixing the 
qualifications for admission to the public 
schools among the powers reserved to the 
states by the old constitution and not to admit 
the army and navy of the United States to 
the deliberations of our school boards. And 
because we are a peaceable people, we respect- 
fully oppose the strenuous suggestion that 
the power of congress be used to add shooting 
Falleries to our public schools.”

| Why Blection Is’ Held. 

When the Armstrong committee made its 
report to the New York legislature last spring 
that body by law ordered many changes in 
the management of the two mutual com- 
panies and decreed that a new election should 
be held.

The iestodietes by the Armstrong report

Fred Beell, champion catch-as-catoh-can 
wrestler, defended his title at Brooke's Ca- 
sino last night in a match with Charles 
Rogers, the New England champion, whom 
he defeated in straight falls.

2 Rogers Puts Up a Battle. 

It was the general opinion of the spectators 
that Rogers was secured simply for a setup, 
but before he had been in action five minutes 
he» demonstrated he was all that had been 
claimed forhim. Beell downed him repeated- 
ly, Becured what looked like fall holds, but the 
giant by sheer ‘strength and sometimes by 
clever work wriggled out of them. 

Only one in firat bout did Rogers get 
Beell undérneath; and then only momentari- 
32 as the little fellow slipped his head out 

under Rogers arm and got on top. Beell 

ulled and tugged and tried for all sorts of 
holds, some of which he sectired only to have 
them broken in a jiffy. He failed to get a toe 
hold a favorite with the present day wres- 
tlers, because of Rogers’ extreme length of 
li He made repeated attempts for the big 

— toe, but all the eastérner had to do 
was to stralghten out his legs and the hold 
was broken. 

. Rogers’ Leg Caught in Rope. 

It was a bard battle for ten minutes, when 
Beell rushed his man to the ropes, and 
while rolling away Rogers’ right leg became 
enfangied with the ropes. That held him 
momentarily, just long enough for Beell to 
pecnre a head and crotch hold, and after a 
short struggle he pinmed Rogers’ shoulders 
to the mat. The fall, however, did not count, 
because of Rogers’ leg being caught in the 
ropes. The referee ordered them to the cen- 
ter ot the mat, allowing Beell the same hold. 
The New’ Kugland man worked to get out 
of difficulty, but the little Wisconsin athlete 
would not be denied, and again pinned Rog- 
era to the mat, the time being 11:41. 

The hold was an accidental one, but fair, 
nevertheless.

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CITY RISKS MUCH | 
‘TRYING ASPHALTS 


Desire for Cheapness Leads to 


Acceptance of Substitutes 
for Street Paving. 


MAY BE GOOD; MAY NOT. 


But Chicago, Unlike European 
Cities, Takes All Chances 
and Contractors None. 


The taxpayers of Chicago, through their 
board of local improvements, George Schil- 
ling. president, are conducting a colossal ex- 
periment for the Barber Asphalt Peving 
company. Last year this concern laid 610,- 
000 square yards of asphalt paving on the 
streets of the city, which is asphalt in name 
and smell only. The company’s expert, 
Clifford Richardson, declared in his report 
that this composition, known as genasco, 
would hold for five years, the length which 
the guarantee runs in Chicago, but was Un- 
willing to give it a longer lease. 

in cost genasco, which is composed of 
wilsenite and Texas oll residuum, is about 

equal ton for ton to the product of the Trini- 
Ad lake in Venezuela. Its virtue, from the 
standpoint of the contractor, is that it will 
cover a third more space than the real arti- 
cle, But whereas bona fide first class 
asphalt has stood the test of years, the abil- 
ity of this new composition to stand the 
traffic of the streets after a stated period is 
an unknown quantity. As far es any one 
knows, it may be superior to asphalt. If 
so the taxpayers have drawn a prize. Also 
it may be not as good, and if so the taxpay- 
ere have not drawn à prize. 


Anything Called “Asphalt” Is Tried. 

The Barber experiment, however, is not the 
only one which the city has obligingly con- 
ducted for contractors. Assyrian asphalt 
was tried to the sorrow of the citizens on 
several of the streets a few years ago and 
then there is the well known attempt of the 
Duffy Contracting company to make Call- 
fornia asphalt the standard of excellence in 
thé pavement on Wabash avenue. 

Kentucky rock asphalt was another bubble 
that broke, as evidenced by certain sections 
of Michigan avenue. The city is not blame- 
ful in this matter. It was laid by citizens. 
Téxas asphalt, of which genasco is partly 
composed, has been weighed in the balance 
im Chicago and elsewhere and found want- 
ing. In fact Chicago is and for years has 
deen to the visionary paving contractor what 
the rural town ts to a theatrical company. 
Whenever some new asphalt is discovered 
the contractor hastens to try it on the dog.” 

The reason given for this by a paving ex- 
pert yesterday was the desire for cheapness 
and the lack of foresight on the part of the 
board of local improvements, The actual cost 
of high class asphalt paving is in the neigh- 
horhood of $2.25 a square yard, yet no com- 
pany could hope to get the contract if its bid 
were not close to $1.85. This insistence for 
cheap paving has resulted in the search for 
@ substitute which will last for the five years 
required. 

Old Pavements Stand Test. 

The real value of first class asphalt paving 
ig evidenced by the condition of Warren 
avenue and Ashland boulevard. These 
streets were the first ones laid by the Barber 
Asphalt Paving company and date back over 
twenty years. Genuine Trinidad lake or 
Trinidad land asphalt was used by the Bar- 
ber company in those days and it made a 
reputation. For ten years after was found 
the Barber company dia nat pay dividends. 

From 1808 to 1896 miles and miles of aephalt 
pavement were put in in Chicago and the 
business attracted other contractors. By 
competitye bids the price was cut down from 
$2.50 to $2.25 and by easy stages to $1.85. 
It was the Trinidad asphalt, however, which 
had made the reputation and the specifica- 
tions always called for it or any other shown 
to be just as good.” 

All Good. Asphalts Are Costly. 
There are several kinds of asphalt fully as 

good as Trinidad, among them being the 
‘xing obtained in Bermuda, Cuba, and Mara- 
caibo. These have been demonstrated to be 
not only just as good but in some instances 
better, and are accessible to any paving con- 
tractor, while that at Lake Trinided is not. 
But these asphalts cost as much as the Trini- 
dad and were not feasible for cheap work, so 
tHe contractors “ satisfied the board that 
something else they favored was just as 
good,“ as the Barber people have with 
genasco. 

The faultless condition of the pavements 
im the streets of Paris, Berlin, and other Eu- 
ropean cities is a frequent cause for comment 
on the part of Americans traveling abroad. 
Chicagoans frequently refer to this, and 
some of them argue that it must be because 
the work is doue more faithfully. A paving 
expert who has made a study of the question 
here and in Europe declares, however, that 
it is the system obtaining there, which does 
not permit haphazard experiments at the 
cost of the taxpayers. 

‘European Cities Take No Chances. 
In most cities of Europe @ contractor who 
Offers to use some new kind of paving ma- 
terial must first demonstrate its worth. if 
his proposition is considered at all he is 
given a section of a street on which to dem- 
onstrate it and lays his pavement with the 
distinct understanding that unless it is in 
good condition at the expiration of a term 
of years he is paid nothing for his labor. 
This system tends to reduce the number of 
irresponsible eentractors and unrcliable pav- 
ing materials. If the pavement is in the 
good condition stipulated for at the end of 
the time agreed upon, the contractor is per- 
mitted to bid for further work. This system 
does not reduce the number of other safe- 
guards, which are even more plentiful in 
Europe than in this country. 

“Isn't it about time Chicago quit exper- 
Imenting? said a contractor last night, who 
declared the use of his name would occa- 
gion the query as to what he was after. 
“Any man who is in the business to stay 
would much prefer to use first class mater- 
fals. It will tell in the long run, and I know 
one concern that has awakened to this fact. 
No, I'll not give you the name, but I will say 
I'm not connected with itin any way. This 
company has made a sacrifice of all profit 
possible on its contracts for next year and 
purchased a real asphalt. It won't make 
anything, but in five or six years it may real- 
e on the investment. The old adage that 

vou can't make a purse out of a sow’s ear 
applies to paving the same ae to everything 
else. Asphalt is a good paving material—I 
think the best but it must be put in right, 
and that costs money.“

cluded and Matter Given to the 
Jury on Monday.

The greatest of Irving's . pro- 
auctions, “ The Merchant of Venice,“ was 
done at three weeks’ notice. Says Stoker: 

“The evening of Oct, 8, 1879, he asked 
Loveday and me if we would stay and have 
a chop with him. He was evidently full of 
something of importance. When we had lit 
our cigars he said quietly: ‘Tam going to do 
‘The Merchant of Venice.”” I never contem- 
plated doing the piece, which never ap- 
pealed to me much until when we were 
down in Morocco and the Levant.. When I 
saw the Jew in what seemed his own land 
and his own dress, Shylock became a differ- 
ent creature, I began to understand him: 


} and now I want to play the part—as soon 


as I can. I think I will do it on the Yirst of 
November. Cam it be done?’ 

His two obedient servants told him that 
it could it it had to. 

„ Saturday night, Nov. 1, the curtain went 
up on the play. It had an unbroken run of 
250 nights. In twenty-six years Irving played 
the role of Shylock over 1,000 times 
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. An interesting portion of the first volume 
is given to the relations of dramatist and 
attor between Tennyson and Irving. 

“Tennyson,” writes Stoker, after telling 
of the negotiations between Irving and the 
poet for the play, The Cup.“ in 1880, had 
in him all the elements of a great dramatist, 
but unhappily he had littie, if any, technical 
knowledge of the stage. A poem for reed- 
ing conveys thoughts by words alone. A 
poem for the stage requires suitable oppor- 
tunity for action and movement. In his later 
years, when Ternyson began to realize in 
his own work the power of glamour and 
stress, he was willing to enlist in his service 
the skill amd experience of others. Had he 
begun practical play writing younger, he 
would have had no second as a dramatist.”’ 

The account of the succeeding twelve years 
shows a keen friendship between player 
and laureate, and tells of charming visits 
at Aldworth, the Tennyson home. 

The tragedy of Tennyson's ending days 
was the knowledge that he would not live to 
see Beckett on the stage. 

“ He said to Dr. Dabbs, who wrote to me,” 
writes Stokes, about it afterwards: 

„1 suppose 1 shall never r see Becker: 

“*T fear not.’ 

* Ah ’—after a pause, ‘I can trust Irving. 
He will do me fustice.’ 

“Tennyson died on Oct. 6. On the follow- 
ing Feb. 6 ‘ Becket)’ was produced Itreally 
was an enormous success. It was played 112 
times that season, and altogether wae per- 
formed 308 times, of which sixty-nine were 
in America.”

After a pleasant narration of Irving's many 
American welcomes, the writer eyes of 
American reporters: 

“T can bear the highest teetimony to the 

d faith of American reporters. I have 
ham in the twenty years covered by our tours 
in America many. hundreds of ‘ interviews’ 
with rep@rters, and I newer found one that 
‘went back’ on me. I could always speak 
quite openly to them individually or collec- 
tively om a subject which we wished for the 
present to keep dark, simply telling him or 
them that the matter was not for present 
publication.” 

To America also frankly is given the credit 
for reviving the sinking fortunes of the 
actor, when crippled financially by thé em- 
barrasememt of the ill advised Lyceum hold- 
ing. company and physically wéakened by a 
long and stubborn illness, he came in 1900. 

“The tour in America,“ to quote the man- 
ager, reached in twenty-nine weeks the 
amazing total of over half a million dol 
lars, giving to us a net profit of over 82,000 
pounds, nearly $160,000.” 

But thie was the last stroke of success, to 
the losses of the succeeding years being added 
the bitterness of Anking health. 


Much of pathos fide its way into the con- 
cluding pages ofthe work. Stoker and Love- 
day both were with Irving at Bradford on 
Oct. 18, 1905, but they left him at the the- 
ater, after the close of the performance.

T is not an extravagant statement to make 
that James Watson's dog book is one of 
the finest publications ever put out in this 
or any other land In point of matter, ma- 
terial, and comprehensiveness in treat- 

ment of the subject. 

The title is: THE DOG BOOK, a Popular 
History of the Dog, with Practical Informa- 
tion as to the Care and Management of 
House, Kennel, and Exhibition Dogs, and 
Descriptions of All Important Breeds." 

The author has gone through the works of 
nearly all of the living and dead authorities 
of the six continents on man’s best friend— 
this, added to his expert knowledge, has made 
the publication erudite in the extreme. He 
will be combated in some of his statements, 
Inasmuch as he opposes Darwin's theory of 
the descent of the dog from the wolf, holding 
that the dog le a distinct breed, and quotes 
in substantiation: In the Egyptian tomb of 
the fourth dynasty, somewhere about 8,500 
B. C., we have clear evidence of the dog as 
used for hunting.“ This is the tomb of Amten, 
and in it were found many excellent outlined 
figures of animals. In his prologue he traces 
the type down to the present day, coming 
down from the Zend-Avesta as well as the 
Rig-Veda, which ig the oldest Aryan litera- 
ture. | 

He insists that when Buffon stated that 
the shepherd dog, or rough coated colile, was 
the dog from which all others had descended 
he was a good deal nearer the truth than in 
a number of his theoretical assertions, many 
of which have provem erroneous. 

The history of the English setter is gone 
into in extenso from the time of its incipien- 
cy in 17756, and gives great credit to Edward 
Laverack for the placing of the setter in the 
proper place as a field dog. Hesays: ‘'As 
a strain they were unequaled in their day, 
and but for them Americans would have 
poor material in the way of importations 
for intervariety breeding.“

In the pointer class Mr. Watson inclines 
to the belief that it is of BngNsh origin, and 
not, as popularly. supposed, from Portugal 
or Spain, and in an interesting exposition, 
shows the development of the dog as coinci- 
@ent and coequivalent with that of the.shot- 
gun. 

He puts the first acquaintance of America 
with the mastiffs in connection with the New 
York dog show of 1880, when Turk won in 
the dogs and Rab in-the open bitch class, and 
says that Turk was a good bodied dog, but 
poor in head and expression, and that he 
had no pedigree on eithe side. 

The volume opetis after the early history 
of the dog with chapters on setters and 
Laveracks, and, with intervening numbers, 
winds up in No. 2 with the Blenheim and 
Japanese spaniel, Pekinese dog, Lhasea ter- 
rier, and Tibet spaniel.

honor the house. The family represents the 
patriarchel life “immutable, founded on 
tradition.“ The Tourgourines do not com- 
prehend Helen, who is impulsive, sincere, and 
emotional. They inform her of nothing vital 
and she grows up in ignorance, provided lib- 
erally with accomplishments, but with no 
philosophy of Hfe—no understanding of the 
part women have to play in the world. She 
meets a self-satisfied, weak, sophisticated 
man, Soutouguine by name, and after two 
months’ acquaintance the two are married. 
Then she discovers the utter shallowness and 
cynicism of the man, and realizes that she 
has passed from the loneliness of youth toa 
far more profound solitude of the soul. 

However, she meets a Count Volsky, a 
friend of her husband, and the two contract 
for each other a mortal love.” Soutou-

PHY is most important to us if we want to 

know the real man, because it gives: with full- 

ness of detall the author's early life and his 

career as a. soldier in the Mexican and civil 

wars. We cannot but regret, however, that 

the autobiography end» suddenly in 1864, and 

that the literary peric4 of Gen. Wallace's 

life is revealed * ent. Hy, chiefly in frag- 
ments of letters and notes by the editor. 

‘But, after all; Lew Wallace leaves us an 
account in his own wofds of the inception 
in his mind of the idea which resulted after 
many years in the writing of Ben Hur.“ 
And possibly this one fact is all we need to 
know, aside from what the book itself telle 
us of the writer’s growth of intellect and 
character between that boyhood hour and the 
moment when the work og ready for pub- 
lisher-and public. 

Lew Wallace was 13 years of age when a 
schoolmaster of his in Centerville, Ind:—e 
teacher who understood the boy better than 
had any of his predecessors—discovered that 
the lad, who was hopelessly poor in mathe- 
matics, had nevertheless a decided bent for 
composition. To foster this literary talent 


in hig pupil the teacher gave into Wallace's 


hands various excellent examples ot English 
diction, and one day he read to him as an 
illustration of the poorest Saxon style that 
part of the New Testament which tells the 
story of the birth of Jesus. 

“It was entirely new to me,” 8 Wal- 
lace, and I recall the impression made by 
the small part given to the three wise men. 
Litthe did I dream then what those few verses 
were to bring to me, that out of them ‘ Ben 
Hur’ was one day to be evoked.“ 

Upon these boyhood days the writer dwells 
indeed with an interest so keen that it sug-

FANCIFUL TAL comes as a reminder 


of Frank B. Stockton, whose geniality and m- 


genuity will long survive him. These stories 
for the young appear in new edition (Charles 
Scribner’s Sons), with cover and illustrations 
by Frederick Richardson. Mr. Richardson 
is the man of men for this task, for not only 
has he a keen appreciation of the fancy of 
others, but he himself possesses a charming 
imagination.

* SAUNTERING IN SPAIN," by Frederick 
H. A. Seymour (E. P. Dutton & Co.), is the 
more or less misleading title of a book, partly 
historical and partly descriptive, relating 
to a small section of the Spanish peninsula, 
The author may have sauntered,“ but he 
writes painstakingly of the things he saw, and 
he saw them thoroughly. It requires nearly 
eighty pages to describe the impressions made 
upon him by the paintings in the Museo del 
Prado, Madrid, during his leisurely stroll 
through its galleries. The cities he visited 
appealed to him as heving distinctive pecu- 
Uarities. He found Barcelona a marvel of 
gravity, sadness of attire, and uncomeliness 
on the part of its inhabitants. Madrid, except 
in the physical aspect of its people, reminded 
him of Paris. Toledo, he thinks, should have 
been the capital of Spain. Cordova interested 
him because of its history and its wonderful 
mosque. Seville has a wonderful cathedral 
and tower, but “ is one of the hottest places 
in the world.“ Granada, however, and the 
Alhambra moved him to enthusiasm, as they 
do all travelers. 

Among studentg of . classical antiquity, 
Rodolfo Lanciani occupies a place of signal 
distinction. The author of a number of U- 
luminating. books upon Rome, he offers this 
year a new volume, ‘‘ THE GOLDEN DAYS 
OF THE RENAISSANCE IN ROMB,’’ and 
it supplements. the earlier. volumes, The 
Ruins and Excavations of Ancient Rome,” 
and New Tales of Old Rome.“ 

The days antecedent to Pope Paul HI. oo- 
cupy the earlier chapters of the book; then the 
history enters upon the epacious dars of 
Raphael, Michelangelo, and Vittoria Colonna. 
It is easy to be hackneyed in dealing with 
these times and these people, but Laneiani 
has the literary discretion to pass by familar 
anecdotes, however picturesque. He serves 
rare-.and curious material, of which he is, 
indeed, ever in zestful pursuit. 

The history is written in the direct ang 
businesslike manner popular with present 
day writers, and the result is a volume 
crammed with facts, criticlam, and tradi- 
tional incident.

His Diaries Almost Barren of In- 
terest, Although He Constantly 
Met and Conversed with Noted 


People. 


NTERESTING biographies continue to 
come, We have now a personal life of 
the late duke of Cambridge Uncle 
George.“ as he was affectionately called 
based on the journals and corre — 

ence of H. R. H., edited by Edgar Sheppard 
(Longmans, Green & Co.). These two stout 
volumes supplement the military life of the 
late duke of Cambridge, by Col. Verner, pub- 
lished last year. This Itfe, as the subtitle 
states, is mainly based on the duke’s corre- 
spondence and diaries which he kept during 
the course of his long life. He was born 
in 1819, the same year as his cousin, Queen 
Victoria, and outlived her by three years. 
“Uncle George was not intellectually bril- 
Hant, but he had qualities that endeared him 
to those who knew him best, and he certain- 
ly had an interesting life. There ts much 
that is interesting in these two volumes, and 
there is much that is interesting that is not 
in them. While the duke kept diaries, he did 
not enter as much in them as he might have. 
For instance, he tells us of a meeting with 
Bismarck, who was extremely amiable and 
agreeable,” that he “ conversed fully on all 
matters, but there fs none of the conversa- 
tion recorded. And at another time he tells 
us that he went to Chislehurst to visit the 
Emperor Napoleon, with whom he had “a 
most interesting conversation on all the 
grave events that have occurred in recent 
times Just think what these two conver- 
gations might have been if they had only 
been recorded. Still there is enough that 
the book has recorded to make entertaining 
reading, and which throws - sidelights on 
many of the events of the Victorian era. 

The duke began to keep his diary at the age 
of 12. and, while these early records are 
amusing as being the records of a child, it 
ie not until he gets further along in years 
that the real interest begins. 

There are a number of letters in the book 
from Queen Victoria, who was fond of her 
cousin, and wrote to him freely. On the 
death of the duke of Wellington she wrote 
from Balmoral: 


— 


„My dear George Tou will, I know, jola, 
in the grief of the whole nation at the loss 
ot that great and immortal man, whom it has 
been my privilege, I may truly say, to have 
known intimately. The dear old duke's loss. 
is an irreparable one in every sense of the 
word, and one cannot realize at all the pos- 
sibility of his being no longer amongst us, 
and think of England without him!” 

And later, when her favorite Dizzy” 
passed away she wrote: 

am heartbroken at the loss of my dear, 
dear, great friend. What an irreparable 

loss, apart from the personal sorrow I feel. 
dear Lord Beaconsfield ts to the country, ft 
is impossible to say. Gratifying it is to see 

how the nation mourns him! We shell never 
gee his like again!“ 

On the charge of the Light Brigade the 
duke wrote from the Crimea to his dear 
cousin, the queen, descriving that famous 
incident in English history as one of the 
“most brilliant but most senseless attacks 
that ever could have been imagined; but War 
is a fearful scene, and I assure you the scenes 
we had after (the Alma), and which wehave 
since witnessed, have given me the greatest 
PDorror of it.“ 

To which the queen replied: 

„We (Prince Albert and herself) think of 
nothing else. If we could both be with you 
and share your toils and dangers we should 
be happy. I never regretted more than I 
Rave done thes® last few months that I was 
®& poor woman, and not a man.”

When the prince imperial was killed in 
Africa the duke received this letter from the 
queen: 

“This is awful, so fearful! I don’t know 
what.to say, and one is verstummt before so 
dreacful a catastrophe! But surely he was, 
by the orlginal arrangement, never to have 
left the general, and not to have been ex- 
posed, and how could they allow him to go 
on such a service? No doubt he, poor, dear, 
brave young man, pressed to go, but he ought 
not to have been allowed, and I greatly fear 
we shall be blamed. Who could have done 
this? I shall go and see his desolate 
mother as soon as possible. Hers 18 
a fearful lot. God alone can comfort and 
sustain her.“ 

Later her majesty wrote: 

“I went this afternoon and sat with the 
dear empress, and it is quite heartbreaking 
to see her—so gentle, uncomplaining, and re- 
signed, yet so brokenhearted! And onecan 
Say neghing to comfort her. I never felt 
anything more and am quite miserable and

though 74 In actual age. 
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overwhelmed by tt. Poor dear! She asked 
me did I think it possible it might not be 
true, and that it might be some one else. But 
I said I thought that was impossible, for his 
dear remains were at once recognized.“ 

But all of the queen's letters were not of 
battle, murder, and sudden death. There is 
one she wrote from Balmoral castle: 
‘Albert has had no sporti during this 
weather, but his bad luck was made up for 
by his killing a splendid stag last Thursday, 
which weighed twenty stone (clean), a rare 
thing im any forest and unknown in this 
neighborhood. I am not a little proud of it, 
I assure you, both for my dear husband's 
sporting renown and for the honor of our 
forest! 

I am delighted to see by the letters Ihave 
received from your mother and Augusta that 
you gave them so favorable a report of our 
dear Highland home, which after all you did 
not see under favorable circumstances.’’

The duke of Cambridge's morganatic mar- 
riage, made early in life to Louisa Fair- 
brother, an actress of great beauty and in- 
telligence, is often referred to in this book, 
and her death was a source of great unhap- 
piness to his royal highness. On the eub- 
ject of matrimony the duke’s views were 
clear and unchangeable. He held, and did 
not hesitate to make his conviction known, 
that marriage without love was destined to 
end in failure and disaster and that a union 
dy arrangement was a thing to be feared 
and detested. In letters written when he 
was little more than 20 years old he made 
it perfectly clear that in the choice of a wife 
no considerations of expediencey would be 
allowed by him to weigh inthe balance 
against the dictates of affection He was 
ready and eager to devote to the service 
of his country unselfishly and unsparingly 
all his energies and all his abilities, but he 
claimed that his private life was his own, to 
be disposed of by him as he might think fit 
and proper. 

For his marriage to Miss Fairbrother, who, 
after their marriage, was called Mrs. Fitz- 
George, he did not seek the royal consent, nor 
was it granted. When he married he took 
up his residence in Queen street, Mayfair, 
and devoted to his wife all the hours he 
could spare from his public life and private 
engagements. If we may judge from the 
portrait of Mrs. FitzGeorge given in this 
book, she must have been a woman of un- 
usual sweetness of character and intelli- 
gence, and it is not surprising that he was 
desolated by her death, which was only as 
recently as 1890. Two days after her death 
he wrote: 

To Queen street, where dear Mr. Shep- 
pard gave us a short, touching service at the 
deathbed side. My beloved one lay lovely 
in death, still among us. Her countenance 
was beautiful, quite young to look at, 
She was so 
good and kind and affectionate and true and 
geenrous hearted, and my little home of fifty 
years with my beloved Loulsa is now at an 
end.“ 

And on the next day: 

To Queen street, and had a last look at my 
beloved wife, now beautifully laid out in the 
shell of the coffin, so calm and placid, and 
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quite young in the face, nothing painful 
about it, my bracelet on her dear arm, which 
she always wore and which she will take 
with her to the grave.“ 

After the funeral: 

“The loneliness of my poet ion becomes 
more marked to me every hour of the day. It 
is 4 terrible blow, which even now I hardly 
have realized. Public opinion all most re- 
spectful to her memory, and sympathetic to 
me in my Sorrow.“ 

Even a year later he is still inconsolable: 

My thoughts were entirely absorbed all 
the evening with the sad recollections of last 
year, for this was the night that my beloved 
wife Louisa passed away from amongst us. 
O! how I deplore her loss, to me 80 great, 60 
irreparable. No words can express the in- 
tense sorrow that oppresses and depresses 
my heart.”’ 

I find an entry in the duke’s diary, Nov. 
28, 1861: 

“The news from America is warlike. An 
American man of war has taken by force the 
southern commissioners proceeding to Eu- 
rope, out of the English steamer Trent. It 
is a most impertinent proceeding and is like- 
ly to lead toa war with us. Went to Willie 
rooms to preside over a meeting for a testi- 
monial to the late Lord Herbert. It was a 
large and influential meeting. Palmerston, 
Gen. Peel, Gladstone, Newcastle, bishop of 
Oxford, De Grey, besides myself, apoke. 30th 
—The cabinet has decided on the opinion of 
the law officers of the crown that the 
seizure of the commissioners was an illegal 
act. Satisfaction is, therefore, to be de- 
manded and the restoration of the two com- 
missioners seized. Dec. 2.—It appears al- 
most from news from America that the act 
was not ordered, but that it will be accepted, 
having been done. Matters therefore look 
very warlike—these are anxious times and I 
don't like being away from London 6th. 
Matters look very warlike and every prepara- 
tion is accordingly being made for any ¢mer- 
gency which may arise. Our government 1 
evidently in earnest. Many important de- 
cisions were taken, more particularly that the 
troops should, at all events, be sent at once to 
Canada. 

It is amusing the way religion, war, and 
gout are all mixed up in one entry—Christmas 
day, 1861: 

This is, indeed, a sad Christmas to me, 
shut up more or less in a sickroom. I 
read my prayers and a sermon. 29th.—The 
news has come from America of the arrival 
of our ultimatum. Nothing decisive yet in 
reply, but matters look decidedly warlike. 
80th.—Today the gout has shown itself in my 
right foot, butnotbadly. The doctors rejoice 
at it, and say I shall be able to do now with- 
out another blister for the original malady. 
I hope it may be so, but for the moment it 18 
decidedly most disagreeable. 3ist.—The last 
day of the year, which ends sadly and gloom- 
ily enough for me, as I am completely con- 
fined to my couch with e violent attack of 
gout in my right ankle.“ 

The duke of Cambridge ended his officia} 
career nine years before his death, but even 
though he was out of public life he still kept 
his interest in it despite his advanced years. 

An attractive feature of this book is the 
portraits with which it is illustrated.

in “the cold gray dawn of this morning after” 
¢hat men and women, with opened eyes, 
look fact In the face and set bravely to work, 
bringing in the 4 from the dust ‘heap, 
making new biscuit dough (which is a flgura- 
tive term for domestic concerns) to patch 
them together again—not into the old idol— 
no indeed! but into a well regulated bit of 
mechanism, warranted not to desert the eFil- 
dren, forget that there are others, or lose a 
count in the ticking of its heart. 

Tie illustrations by Alice Barber Stephens 
speak more for the attractiveness of the do- 
mestic hearth than could any twelve word 
pictures of the introspective incursions of 
wives, sick of studying themselves, one 
would think.

Barbour and shown in the colored photo- 
graphs illustrating the book that not even a 
church wedding can give to the young and 
tender passion.

Cash wheat was about as dull as could posst- 
bly be the case yesterday and prices were 
relatively a shade lower, although offerings 
were small. There appeared to be but little 
inquiry from any source, Minneapolis was 
the only market reporting a brisk cash de- 
mand. No. 1 northern there was quoted May 
price to & over, with a good demand from 
millers and elevators. Kansas City was quiet 
and about %c lower. St. Louis December 
wheat was off Ie at one time, but recovered 
part of the loss. Receipts ‘are expected to be 
heavier, New York reported a more active 
business for export than recently, but the 
bulk of the sales was of durum wheat. Local 
sample markets were dull in the extreme. 
Cash houses having corn and oats sold for 
early shipment are having difficulty in some 
instances in getting supplies as easily as ex- 
pected, but there are indications that there 
will be a freer movement from the country 
in a short time. The majority of the houses 
are not offering freely; owing to the uncer- 
tainty of getting purchases in from the in- 
terior. So far the car situation has not im- 


proved, and in some directions it is worse 
than ever, but there seemed to be an im- 
pression among some of the shipping inter- 
ests that there soon would be an easing up in 
the car stringency, and that country dealers 
would at the same time be more disposed to 
loosen up on their grain. Prices were steady 
to %c lower on corn and firm toa shade lower 
for oats. Sales here were 25,000 bu wheat, 
50,000 bu corn, and 120,000 bu oats. The sea- 
board reported 424,000 bu wheat worked the 
last two days, including 240,000 bu durum, 
80,000 bu hard, and 56,000 bu Manitoba; 
68,000 bu corn, and 25,000 bu oate,
